Whiskey and pizza —why don’t we see • • • 1027 W Madison St. 312-374-1672 

more of this dynamic duo? Old Fifth, 
a nearly month-old sports bar in the 

West Loop, provides the city with not only these two essentials, but solid draft 
beer and ample TVs as well. On a stretch of Madison leading to the United Center, 
this newcomer— named for a former 5th Ward alderman who in 1872 developed the 
building that now houses the pizzeria— isn’t lacking for sports bar competition. 

But the pizza focus and industrial-cool dining room set this new face apart from 
darker, dated bars. I dropped by in search of a new West Loop hangout to take in 
the Blackhawks’ final Stanley Cup game— which I’m not sure Chicago has fully 
finished celebrating— and pulled up a bar stool before the game began. As the bar 
slowly became packed shoulder-to-shoulder, I settled in for a roller coaster ride of 
power plays, lightning-quick goals and some double-decker pizza. 


Pie basics: General manager Brian Wiley 
said Old Fifth’s pies don’t fit a specific style, 
but described the crust as “thin, but not 
cracker-thin” with square-cut slices baked in 
a gas oven. 

My first impression: Wow, these pies are 
sweet— literally. Wiley said the kitchen aims 
for a sweet crust and a sweeter sauce with a 
bit of spice, which reminded my taste buds 
of the malted crust, Quad- Cities pies at 
West Town pizzeria Roots. The result was 
a bit sugary for me, but a healthy dose of 
cheese and noticeable herb flecks tempered 
it a bit. In addition to regular cheese pizza 
($16 for a large), Old Fifth recently debuted 
build-your-own toppings as well as signature 


pies such as the Kentucky Pizza ’Cue with 
barbecue pulled pork and the Holden’s 
Heater with spicy Italian sausage and giar- 
diniera. 

Go double decker: What’s better than one 
pizza? Two pizzas, duh. Old Fifth begins its 
double-decker pizza with a single pie, then 
adds another layer of dough and toppings. 
This sounded more epic in theory than it 
was in reality; when my server dropped off 
the pepperoni pie ($22 for a large), it just 
looked like a slightly thicker version of the 
regular pie. I appreciated the extra cheesi- 
ness and the savoriness of the pepperoni, as 
well as the fact that the crust supported the 
extra bulk of those toppings. 



Reheated: Two very hungry people probably 
could take down a whole large pie, but I had 
mucho leftovers to munch on the next day. 

I prefer my day-old pizzas cold from the 
fridge, but found that the double-decker’s 
bottom crust crisped up again nicely in the 
oven. The interior slices of the regular pie 
didn’t fare as well, so I opted to cut and eat 
the floppy slices with a fork and knife. 


Sides and suds: Though Old Fifth boasts 
a 140 -bottle deep whiskey list as well as 
whiskey flights and signature cocktails, 
most people on the bar side of the room 
had beers in hand during the game. I was 
pleased by the 
prices and variety of 
craft beer options, 
but had a hard time 
deciphering them 
on the printed 
menu, which on my 
visit only listed the 
name of beer, not 
the brewery that 
made it. Though I 
was in an all-pizza 
mood, I spied a bit 
on other diners’ 
meals, which includ- 
ed fish tacos, salads, 
pork shoulder- 
topped nachos and 
“handhelds,” Old 
Fifth’s word for 
sandwiches. 


Bottom line: If you like a sweeter pie, Old 
Fifth should be at the top of your list. Even if 
you don’t, the novelty of the double-decker 
pie, a solid beer list and a high-ceilinged, styl- 
ish bar make it worth stopping by next time 
you find yourself searching for booze and ’za 
in the West Loop.

National Pastime Theater unveils 
its fifth annual festival of nudity

Think you know what kind of person attends a 
festival called Salon des Naked July: Art Stripped 
Down? Think again. 

“We get old ladies and art critics and lawyers 
and mashers,” says artistic director Laurence 
Bryan, “and they all keep each other in check.” 

The monthlong performance showcase, which 
returns for its fifth year, was created as a way to 
celebrate the beauty of all types of bodies and 
their connections to art through different types 
of performances, all featuring components of nu- 
dity. And while it’s the relative novelty of nudity 
that brings people in the door, Bryan believes it’s 
the transformative effect of the bodies as art that 
makes the most lasting impression on those who 
attend. 

‘At first, it’s naked people, it’s sexual,” he says. 
‘And then it kind of transfers. It becomes sen- 
sual, and then it becomes beautiful and then it 
becomes extremely comfortable, where there are 
naked people and dressed people talking.” 

While the festival always has included optional 
interactive components, they’ve been expanded 
this year to offer audience members additional 
ways to participate. Ready to dip in a toe— or dive 
in headfirst? There’s a show for everyone— includ- 
ing both the person you are and the one you’d 
perhaps secretly like to become.

Irony isn’t a recent invention. But a savvy popular culture 
watcher would have to notice that for the past 20 years or so, 
American culture has enjoyed— or endured— a sort of Gold- 
en Age of Irony as if the whole country has a permanently 
raised eyebrow, a tongue perpetually buried in its cheek. 

So how does one turn one of the most unironic characters 
in screen history into a modern movie? You start with an ac- 
tor who suggests unironic to the core. That actor is Armie 
Hammer. 

“ Tou can’t make a movie now with the sort of story, char- 
acters and action that a 1950s TV show had,” says Hammer, 
the earnest young star cast as the masked lawman in the new 
Gore Verbinskijerry Bruckheimer blockbuster opening 
Wednesday He worried that if he played The Lone Rang- 
er’s humorless rectitude straight that “the audience’s snores 
would drown out the soundtrack.” 

We are, Hammer notes, “too hip for the guy the way he 
was. Audiences are more discerning today— more sophisti- 
cated in terms of what they expect from a Western, a story 
like this. We had to give these two men a fresh twist and I 
hope we pull it off.” 

Who today would want to “return with us now to those 
thrilling days of yesteryear,” where, “from out of the past 
come the thundering hoof beats of the great horse Silver”? 
How can “The Lone Ranger” ride again? 

Hammer and the production team deliver a masked man 
in a white hat on a white horse. Their Ranger still uses a silver 
bullet as a calling card. But his “sidekick” and faithful Indian 
companion, Tonto, is the sharp one, whom Johnny Depp 
makes an eye-rolling commentator on the gee-whiz earnest- 
ness of his “Kemosabe.” 

“There was such care taken in assembling the iconic ele- 
ments of the original show,” says Hammer, who turns 27 in 
August. “We just wanted all those elements there, but given a 
fresh, modern twist.” 

So the new “Lone Ranger” has a robber baron as well as 
a darker, more violent reprise of the Masked Man’s original 
nemesis back when he got his start as a radio character in the 
1930s, outlaw Butch Cavendish. The U.S. Cavalry doesn’t just 
“ride to the rescue.” It does big business’ bidding. Tonto is the 
wry observer to all this. But the Ranger? As straight an 
arrow as ever, with just a hint of self-awareness. 
Hammer first gained notice playing evange- 
list Billy Graham (“Billy: The Early Years”) 
and as a member of the cast of TV’s 
“Reaper.” His career took off when he 
starred as the privileged Winklevoss 
twins in “The Social Network.” The 
chiseled actor seemed a natural choice 
for this role. Director Gore Verbin- 
ski speaks of Hammer “not having a 
cynical or jaded bone in his body” and 
“boyish.” So if you’re planning on re- 
launching the Lone Ranger as a possible 
film franchise, you could do worse. 

‘After I got the role, I found the TV shows 
on DVD, the old radio serials, old comic books, 
books based on him,” says Hammer, who was too 
young to have ever seen the Clayton Moore Jay Silverheels 
TV series, even in reruns. “There’s this whole culture around 
this character that I wanted to tap into. Who he was and how 
he came to be that masked man fascinated me.”

Dear Johnny Depp, 

You jam with Keith 
Richards and have a 
lifetime “Play what- 
ever quirky character 
you want” card signed 
by Tim Burton, but 
you, in fact, can’t 
do everything. For example, you can’t— or 
at least you shouldn’t— darken your skin, 
paint your face and play a Native American 
character primarily used for comic relief You 
wouldn’t do it were the character, say, black 
or Asian, would you? 

I get it: You and director Gore Verbinski 
made a boatload of money with the “Pirates 
of the Caribbean” movies, and inTonto, 
the jokey companion to the Lone Ranger 
(Armie Hammer), you saw another chance to 
goofball it up. But the world has changed just 
a bit since these heroes originated in a 1930s 
radio show, and your young fans unfamiliar 
with the source material also are unlikely to 
care about an unimaginative Western that 
registers as uninspired rather than classic. 
Plus, you play Tonto like a disguised Jack 
Sparrow and reinforce your recent tendency 
to adapt your characters to you, rather than 
the other way around. 

You were wise to star alongside Hammer 
(“Mirror, Mirror,” “J. Edgar”). He’s a likable 
chap and a good sport. Since his breakout 
turn in “The Social Network,” though, he’s 
exclusively appeared in misguided projects. 
He’s reasonably effective in “The Lone 
Ranger” as John Reid, a district attorney who 
becomes a Texas ranger and has his opposi- 
tion toward guns and vengeance tested after

a wanted criminal (William Fichtner) kills 
John’s brother (James Badge Dale). How- 
ever, the two of you develop minimal buddy 
comedy chemistry because the character of 
Tonto is such a clown. Haha, you have a bird 
cage on your head. Haha, you’re trying to 
communicate with a horse. “Do not touch 
rock,” you say half-heartedly committing to 
the part. “Rock cursed.” Big laughs. 

Maybe the overly praised “Rango” made 
you think another Western was a good 
idea and you ignored the failure of “Dark 
Shadows,” the last property you revived to 
no one’s entertainment. Still, you can’t have 
thought “The Lone Ranger” needed to be 
2 1/2 hours long, uncomfortably framed 
around the elderly version of Tonto tell- 
ing a tale to a young, aspiring cowboy The 
storyline about the expansion of the railroad 
is obviously DOA; the movie mistakes length 
for adventure and buffoonery for fun. 

I watched it blankly just as I’ve watched 
many of your performances of late that could 
be lifted from one movie and placed in an- 
other. I realize there aren’t any huge Native 
American movie stars whom Disney would 
have used for Tonto, but please take notice 
that neither Willy Wonka nor the Mad Hat- 
ter found you switching races. In the film a 
horse may drag John through its droppings, 
but you’re the one tarnishing your legacy

Sequel is neither good nor evil 



I realize that kids 
probably enjoy the 
“Despicable Me” min- 
ions, which look like 
banana Tic Tacs and 
speak their own lan- 
guage. Really though, 
they’re a key symbol 
of what’s wrong with family movies that often 
craft goofy gimmicks ready to be merchandised 
and aimlessly fill screen time instead of char- 
acters that actually matter. Or do you still find 
Scrat, that damn “Ice Age” squirrel, a stitch? 

Similarly, “Despicable Me 2,” like its pre- 
decessor, is mild on every level: mildly funny 
mildly annoying, mildly cute and mildly 
offensive. The story created only because 
the 2010 effort made so much money, pairs 
former villain and current single father of 
three Gru (voiced by Steve Carell) with Lucy 
(Kristen Wiig), an agent of the Anti-Villain 
League trying to find out which mall store 
owner has stolen a serum that turns creatures

into juiced-up maniacs. In terms of kids’ 
movie themes, I suppose we could do worse 
than an anti-steroid message. 

The writers can’t be bothered to take ad- 
vantage of the comic opportunities provided 
by the serum, however, or even provide any 
red herrings to disguise the identity of the 
crook. They do have a few nice gags, like 
Gru’s childhood pain-derived anxiety toward 
romance and a villain named El Macho who 
lived his name so strongly that he robbed 
armored cars by carrying them away and died 
riding a dynamite-clad shark into a volcano. 
(Gru thinks a Mexican stereotype named 
Eduardo and voiced by Benjamin Bratt may 
be the return of El Macho.) 

“Despicable Me 2” mostly provides jokes 
like the minions laughing at a guy whose last 


name is Lambsbottom, simply so Gru can 
call him Sheepsbutt. Get it? “Bottom” and 
“butt” are funny words, and the fart noises 
from the minions’ guns are funny sounds. 
Lucy exclaims, “Booby!” when spotting a 
booby trap and, believe it or not, the minions 


sing a version of All 4 One’s “I Swear.” Sigh. 

Meanwhile, Gru’s girls are largely pushed 
to the side, as if kids can raise themselves. 
That’s actually not the case in reality, but it’s 
no shock that “Despicable Me 2” neglects to 
give youngsters much credit.
